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Heard and Seen in Washington 


The Zion stamp of the National 
Park series has had its first day of 
sale. On September 18, at Zion Na- 
tional Park, Utah, first day covers for 
this stamp have been reported as 43,- 
650. The first day sale at Washington 
shows a further shrinkage in number 
of covers mailed from that point, only 
13,208. This is the smallest number 
reported yet for the Park series out 
of the Capital. Not only does it mean 
that fewer covers for the 8c stamp 
were mailed, but it also reveals that 
complete sets from the Capital are 
limited to that figure. Total number 
of stamps sold at Zion have not been 
reported yet. In Washington, the 
City Post Office sales were reported at 
22,000 stamps. Total from the Phila- 
telic Agency is given as 41,000 
stamps, making 63,000 in all. 

By the time this article is printed 
and in the hands of the readers, an- 
other stamp will be having its first 
day of sale, the Mesa Verde subject of 
the 4c denomination. The printing 
order for the 4c stamp is for 15 mil- 
lion, the same number as ordered for 
the 6, 8 and 9c denominations. Plate 
numbers for this stamp are 21328, 
21329, 21330 and 21331. 


Assurance is given that the Presi- 
dential series of stamps is uppermost 
in the plans of the Post Office depart- 
ment, upon the authority of the Su- 
perintendent of the Division of 
Stamps. We might speculate a little 
upon this issue, for instance if it runs 
from the half-cent to the $5 value, the 
total cost for a single set will rise 
above $10. As for first day covers, 
well add anywhere from $1.50 to $2 
more for the dealer’s service charge. 
Sounds like an expensive proposition, 
particularly to Mr. Average Citizen 
who likes his cover collection but 
rather dislikes to deprive the baby of 
shoes to get covers for each stamp 
that comes out. We all have heard 
that this particular issue is dear to 
the philatelic heart of this Adminis- 
tration, and no doubt this is correct.

Perhaps the plan will be to release} 


these stamps over a period of weeks 
and months, as was done in the case 
of the Parks, not so many at a time 
but what cover collectors will be able 
to finance covers for most of the 
stamps. The collector of blocks of 
four on cover will do well to start in 
with his dime bank, the baby’s penny 
bank, the old sock under the mattress 
or what have you, because the time 
between now and the first of the year 
is not so short as it might be, but still 
short enough in which to recuperate 
from the Parks expenditures, espe- 
cially as we have Christmas thrown in 
for good measure. 

Nevertheless this mountain of pros- 
pective expense is as a molehill to 
some ardent stamp enthusiasts. There 
never are enough stamps issued to 
suit some of the stamp fans, let alone 
some of the dealers. Even at this 
moment here in Washington, a sug- 
gestion of some years back is being 
revived in rather a big way, that is 
for a stamp issue so exclusively the 
Capital’s Own, that nothing outside 
the boundary lines of the District of 
Columbia shall be portrayed thereon. 
It is a modest request as stamp re- 
quests go, only a few stamps are 
wanted, merely from the one-cent 
through the 50c, just a matter of 
some 18 stamps and $2.15 face. 


Such a set depicting some of the 
fine new buildings as well as the older 
historic landmarks has its good 
points, visitors to Washington would 
not need to buy so many picture post- 
card views of the Capital City, a 
souvenir set of stamps would fill the 
bill; although a trifle costlier, much 
more beautiful. The announcement 
that the American Philatelic Society 
has decided to hold its annual conven- 
tion in Washington next year and the 
first publicity for this revived request 
were simultaneous. Is there some 
connection? Does it take a year for a 
request for a series of stamps to gain 
weight enough to roll it roughshod 





through the doors of the Post Office 
Building? Naturally issuance of this 
series of stamps is going to find favor 
here in the Capital. We of the Capital 
City really are proud of our beautiful 
buildings and memorials. Anyone who 
has never’ seen Washington, _ has 
missed much, so much that it is hard 
to set a limit on it. The traveler who 
pays Washington a visit once in five 
or ten years but has not been here re- 
cently will find a city vastly different 
from the Capital of some four or five 
years ago. Constitution Avenue has 
so firmly supplanted the famous old 
Pennsylvania Avenue that it is in fair 
way to be relegated to things of the 
past. The new buildings shining on 
the Avenue named for the Constitution 
fully eclipse the glory that once was 
Rome’s, or as in this case, that of the 
famous old parade avenue. But this 
dissertation upon the beauties of the 
Nation’s Capital is getting a little far 
from the point. Is the nation as a 
whole so wrapped up in the glories of 
this city as we who have lived here 
for a long time? Already many let- 
ters and communications have been 
sent endorsing this series of the 
“Capital’s Own,” though largely by 
persons located here or closely allied 
with Capital interests. Is this series 
wanted the country over? That is the 
question the Post Office will want an- 
swered before it undertakes a third 
series of stamps within the space of a 
year. Your own unbiased views are 
solicited and may be sent to the office 
of the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, a man fair in every sense of 
the word, who gives unprejudiced con- 
sideration to every stamp request 
reaching him. Not all requests can 
be granted, but the weight of phila- 
telic opinion will be considerable when 
given from the pens of the collectors 
themselves. 


Enough of the Nation’s Capital. 
Jump to a far corner of its island ter- 
ritories or possessions. The Philip- 
pines have their philatelic troubles, a 
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much wanted set of stamps has been 
under way for months but neglected a 
trifle here and there. A pictorial 
issue which has' been _ postponed 
through press of other business, has 
now reached the point where the die- 
proofs have been sent to the islands 
for final approval, already having re- 
ceived the sanction of the War De- 
partment here. As now prepared, 
there are 14 values for straight post- 
age, the special delivery stamp having 
been omitted. Denominations are cen- 
tavos, 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 16, 20, 26, and 
30; pesos, 1, 2, 4, and 5. Of these 14 
values, only the two highest, the 4 and 
5-peso, will be bi-colored. Although 
the proofs of these stamps may be 
some two weeks yet in reaching the 
islands, it is expected that no time 
will be lost in getting them approved 
after their arrival, and that approval 
will be cabled as soon as _ possible. 
Even if cabled approval is received 
immediately after the proofs are re- 
ceived, it will not be possible to get 
the issue out in less than six to eight 
weeks. About the earliest date we can 
estimate for the stamps to go on sale

would be in about two months from 
now, or near the end of November. 
The Philippine Trade Commissioner in 
the Barr Building in Washington, 
D. C., handles as a convenience for 
collectors current stamps of the 
Philippine Islands at face value plus 
postage, just as the Philatelic Agency 
does for the regular U. S. stamps. 
However, he is not accepting any 
orders for the new Philippine set yet 
and will not until the date of issue 
has been decided upon and made 
public. His request is that collectors 
refrain from sending orders until 
notice has been given as to date of 
issue, as his office is not equipped to 
take care of advance orders and re- 
mittances. Sufficient notice will be 
given through the Philatelic Press so 
that collectors will be able to get their 
orders in to his office before the 
stamps go on sale. Any communica- 
tions addressed to the Philippine 
Trade Commissioner, where a reply is 
expected, should enclose return post- 
age, as the franking privilege is not 
extended to his office. A list of the 
stamps available at this office will be 
given in an early number of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News. 


New Collecting Style 


The wretched perforating of our 
stamps, that began with the 1857 is- 
sues and continues to the present day, 
in spite of the fact that our Presi- 
dent is a stamp collector and has the 
power to straighten the mess out, is 
leading to something entirely new in 
collecting. Specialists are gathering 
stamps with unusual margins on all 
four sides, which are made possible by 
this irregularity in perforating. 

A dealer friend here has a 6c Col- 
umbian, perfectly centered and with 
huge margins on all sides. He has 
refused eight dollars for it. And this 
week he showed me a 3c Maryland, 
also perfectly centered and with a 
margin of a full millimeter on all four 
sides before the perforations begin. 
He has turned down an offer of $3.50 
for it! 

This can only be made possible by 
looseness of the perforating pins— 
where by chance one row leans to the 
right and the next one to the left, so 
that the row of stamps between them 
has very large margins on both sides, 
while the side rows are cut into by 
the perforations. Then the same thing 
has to happen to the same row of 
stamps on the upper and lower sides. 
You can figure for yourself how often 
that is liable to happen, so it is no 
wonder that my friend has refused 
$3.50 for a recent 3c stamp. 

The other day I saw myself a sheet 
of the 1c Park stamps where some of 
the vertical perforations were actually 
wavy. They started in the middle, 
wiggled off to the left a bit and then 
back into the center at the top of the 
long stamp. It was perfectly evident 
to the naked eye. Better keep your 
eye peeled for such things.

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Mexico’s Latest Issue 


In spite of other publications to the 
contrary, we have before us a news- 
paper clipping, furnished us by Mr. 
F. H. Hawley of Cleveland, Ohio, in 
which is published the official decree 
and other data concerning the new 
issue of stamps for the benefit of the 
Autonomous University of Mexico. We 
are unable to note the colors, as same 
were not contained in the official de- 
cree, or if so, were not so published in 
the newspaper. However Mr. Hawley 
has very kindly loaned us a pamphlet 
released by the Agency, illustrating in 
blue ink all the values of both the 
postage and air mail stamps of this 
issue. Mr. Hawley informs us that 
the stamps were issued between Sept. 
1st and 5th, and that to date he has

seen postally used copies of all except- 
ing the 20 pesos Air Mail value, these 
being reported as having been used, 
but as yet not seen by him. 

The stamps will remain on sale un- 
til sold out. Of the 10p. and 20p. 
values, no more than two copies of 
each may be purchased at one time 
unless the purchaser can show that 
more are needed for mailing purposes. 
This action was taken to insure ev- 
eryone having an opportunity to pur- 
chase them and to prevent any corner- 
ing by persons or groups of persons. 

The Postage Set all picture the na- 
tive Indian in various activities and 
we shall do our best to correctly in- 
terpret them here.

The Air Mail set are all views of 
aeroplanes flying over landscapes, de- 
scriptions of which we do not think 
are necessary here. The values and 
quantities ordered follow: 20c. (50,- 
000), 30c. (20,000); 50c. (10,000) - 
75e. (10,000); 1P. (10,000); 5P. (3,- 
000); 10 P. (2,500); 20P. (1,500). 

Mr. Hawley comments on the fact 
that all this unfavorable publicity 
concerning the stamps of Mexico has 
been caused either through ignorance 
or by some persons who could not get 
by with some underhanded schemes. 
He states that under present condi- 
tions there are three ounces of phila- 
telic supplies in Mexico. There is a 
charge of 10% over face plus postage 
on all material handled because of 
he high rate of postage and custom 
charges. It costs 12 to 15 percent 
over face to import mint stamps from 
different agencies, which means that 
the average New Issues Dealer has to 
charge nearly double face, hence the 
dissatisfaction. On the other hand, 
anyone can purchase stamps in the 
Post Office at face and if you have a 
correspondent in Mexico stamps may 
thus be obtained at face plus postage. 

We thank Mr. Hawley for his as- 
sistance and trust that the informa- 
tion contained above will be of assist- 
ance to our readers.

Our request for information about 
Chief Hollow-horn Bear depicted on 
the current 14c stamp has been an- 
swered by John T. McAvoy, to whom 
we extend our thanks. Mr. McAvoy’s 
source of information is the Handbook 
of American Indians—Bulletin No. 30 
Bureau of American Ethnology Part 
1, page 557. 

“Hollow-horn Bear, a Brulé Sioux 
Chief was born in Sheridan County, 
Nebraska, in March 1850. When only 
16 years of age he accompanied a 
band led by his father against the 
Pawnee, whom they fought on the 
present site of Genoa, Neb. In 1868 
he joined a band of Brulés in an 
attack on United States troops in 
Wyoming and in another attack where 
the Crow Agency is now situated. In 
the following year he participated in 
a raid on the laborers who were con- 
structing the Union Pacific Railroad. 

“Subsequently he became captain of 
police at Rosebud Agency, South 
Dakota and arrested his predecessor, 
Arrow Dog, for the murder of Spotted 
Tail. Five years later he resigned 
and was appointed second lieutenant 
under Agent Spencer, but was com- 
pelled to resign on account of ill 
health. When General Cook was sent 
to Rosebud in 1889 with a commission 
to make an agreement with the 
Indians there, Hollow-horn Bear was 
chosen by the Sioux as their speaker, 
being considered an orator of unusual 
ability. 

“He took part in the parade at the 
inauguration of President bags 
Roosevelt at Washington, D. C., 

4, 1905. 

Further information may be had by 
writing the Bureau of American Eth- 
nology, Washington, D. C.

Postmaster General James A. Farley 
has authorized the issuance of a special 
sheet in two rows of three each. The 
National Park stamps, as a souvenir of 
Trans-Mississippi Philatelic Exposition 
and Convention to be held in Omaha, Ne- 
braska, October 8 to 14, 1934. 


The stamps will be arranged on the 
sheet in two rows of three each. The 
sheet will be approximately 35 inches 
wide by 334 inches high, and will be 
gummed, but without the usual perfo- 
rations. It will be printed in green ink 
and will bear the following inscriptions 
on the four margins: “Printed by the 
Treasury Department, Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, under authority 
of James A. Farley, Postmaster Gen- 
eral, in Compliment to the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi Philatelic Exposition and Con- 





vention, Omaha, Nebraska, October, 
1934.” 


This souvenir sheet will be placed on 
sale on October 10 at the temporary 
postal station of the Omaha post office, 
which is to be set up in connection 
with the Convention. This station will 
be known as the “Trans-Mississippi Phil- 
atelic Convention Station”. The post- 
master at Omaha will not, however, be 
authorized to prepare first-day covers 
for this special souvenir sheet.
